1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Schachar. Schachar discloses the method for 
reshaping the cornea as claimed including the steps of placing an 
electrode in contact with the cornea, sending a current 
therethrough, repeating such steps, and arranging the denatured 
areas in a circular pattern (see col. 3 lines 49-57). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 11-25-94, as 
Paper No. 6 fails to comply with 37 CFR § 1.97(c) because it 
lacks either a certification as specified in 37 CFR § 1.97(e), or 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR § 1.17(p). It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered as to the merits. 

Also, the Applicants are respectfully reminded of their duty 
to disclose all prior art pertinent to the claimed invention, and 
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it is noted that patent no. 4907585 to Schachar was not 
disclosed, though it was in copending application serial 
number 08/171225, directed toward similar subject matter.
